suflering which too often are the lot of 
her Chinese sister. . 
- To begin with, marriago” in ‘China 
is ‘not merely arranged without the girl's 
consent; sbe never even sets eyes on the, 
‘pia “until” the day of tho wedding. He- 
may be o slant-ayed Adonis, or he may 
bea perfect horror with whom marriage 
would be, for a sensitive girl, almost 
uathinkable. The average Chinese father, 
though fond of his children, is fonder 
atill of gold; and no Chinese values girls: 
muck anyways If‘s rich old’ merchant 
ora plundering swashbuckler from the 
provinces .makes him an offer’ for 
daughter, he is not likely to let sentiment 
stand in tho way of business. 

And in other ways the Chinese bride 
is to be pitied, ‘When she leaves her 

d home on her wedding-day she 

léaves both for. ever, and must say good- 
bye to all the smuséments and social plea- 
sures that the European girl holds dear. 

Nor has she the compensations which. 
tke romantically minded woman may 
find in the life of the harem—the love and 
admiration of her husband’ and the um 
failing attention of slaves. The Chinese 
wife, far, from being mistress of the 
household, is the lowest of all the bride- 
groom’s family . and must be -prepared
